To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Frinton  and  Walton  Urban  District  Coiuicil. 

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
state  of  Public  Health  in  the  Urban  District  of  Frinton  and 
Walton  for  the  year  1964'>  The  Report  includes  that  of  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  same  period « The  state 
of  the  public  health  in  the  district  remains  satisfactory  as 
in  previous  years. 

There  were  136  cases  of  infectious  disease,  including 
91  cases  of  measles  and  36  of  dysentery.  The  latter  were 
notified  in  connexion  with  a number  of  small  sporadic  outbreaks 
of  Sonne  Dysentery  mainly  amongst  children  during  May  when  the 
disease  was  prevalent  throuighout  the  County,  which  were  quickly 
controlled.  A number  of  cases  were  confirmed  following 
bacteriological  investigation. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population 
shows  an  increase  of  87O.  The  corrected  birth  rate  of  I6.9 
is  a little  below  the  national  figun-e,  but  the  death  rate  is 
also  correspondingly  below  the  national  fig\rre  at  10. 7*  The 

infantile  mortality  rate  is  somewhat  above  the  national  figure 
at  22.95  8ut  this  statistic  is  one  that  is  liable  to  large 
fluctuation  from  year  to  year,  owing  to  the  relatively  small 
number  of  births  in  the  district. 

Deaths  from  cancer  remain  at  about  the  same  level, 
including  eight  cases  of  lung  cancer,  seven  male  and  one  female, 
but  there  has  been  a reduction  in  the  number  of  deaths  due  to 
circulatory  disease.  There  have  been  no  deaths  from 
Tuberculosis , 

Attendance  at  County  Clinics  for  immunisation  and 
vaccination  has  been  satisfactory  and  the  numbers  of  children 
presenting  themselves  for  the  various  forms  of  prophylaxis 
actually  shows  an  increase  over  the  previous  year. 
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Information  received  from  the  Chief  Engineer  of 
Tendring  Hundred  F.'aterworks  Company  shows  that  14*558  million- 
gallons  of  water  additional  to  last  year  were  supplied  to  the 
district.  The  supply  continues  to  he  satisfactory  in  both 
quality  and  quantity.  Further  details  are  given  elsewhere 
in  the  Report. 

Progress  continues  with  the  various  sewage  schemes, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  serious  flooding  following  heavy  rain- 
storms will  not  occur  again  at  Kirhy-le-Soken,  where  good 
progress  is  being  made  with  work  which  will  relieve  the  load 
on  the  sev/age  disposal  plant  there. 

The  standard  of  hygiene  on  the  various  caravan  sites 
has  been  maintained  at  a satisfactory  level,  but  the  rapid 
development  which  has  taken  place  throughout  the  district  has 
led  to  problems  in  connexion  with  some  of  the  public  services, 
that  is  to  say  sewage  and  refuse  collection,  v/hich  nevertheless 
ovdng  to  the  efforts  of  the  public  health  staff  have  been 
successfully  overcome. 

Mention  must  also  be  made  of  the  additional  load 
placed  on  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  by  the 
increased  amount  of  new  legislation  that  is  now  coming  into 
effect.  The  additional  work  involved  has  to  be  absorbed  into 
the  time  devoted  to  other  routine  matters,  but  it  does  appear 
that  eventually  additional  staff  may  have  to  be  employed.  It 
is  therefore  hoped  that  extensions  to  the  office  accommodation, 
already  inadequate,  will  not  be  too  long  delayed. 

In  conclusion,  I v/ould  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to 
the  Council,  the  Public  Health  Committee,  and  officers  of  the 
Council  for  their  co-operation  and  advice  during  the  year  and 
to  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  my  thanks  for 
their  excellent  v;ork.

WATER  SUPPLY 

Water  is  supplied  to  the  Urban  District  from  the 
Dedham  Pumping  Station  of  the  Tendring  Hundred  Waterworks 
Company.  Subsidiary  sources  at  Lawford  assist  the  supply 
during  the  summer  peak  period. 

During  1964,  228.629  million  gallons  of  water  were 
supplied,  giving  an  average  daily  consumption  of  0.625  million 
gallons,  v/ith  a peak  of  0.954  million  gallons  per  day. 

Domestic  consumption  was  192.571  million  gallons,  an 
average  daily  consumption  of  O.528  million  gallons.  Trade 
meters  recorded  36.O58  million  gallons,  an  average  daily 
consumption  of  0.099  million  gallons. 

Domestic  and  trade  connections  to  the  mains  during 
the  year  totalled  197* 

Approximately  1,041  yards  of  new  mains  of  3”  3.nd  4" 
diameter  v/ere  laid  in  the  area.

These  samples  are  practically  clear  and  bright  in 
appearance  have  a reaction  on  the  alkaline  side  of  neutrality 
and  are  free  from  metals  apart  from  a minute  trace  of  iron. 

The  water  is  hard  in  character  but  its  hardness  and  its 
content  of  mineral  and  saline  constituents  in  solution  are  not 
excessive.  It  conforms  to  the  highest  standard  of  organic 
quality  and  bacterial  purity. 

These  results  are  indicative  of  a water  which  is 
pure  and  v/hoiesome  in  character  and  sirltable  for  public  supply 
pxorposes . 

All  samples  were  analysed  by  the  Counties  Public 
Health  Laboratories. 
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Satisfactorj  bacteriological  findings  were  reported 
by  the  Laboratory  on  samples  of  the  mains  v/ater  obtained  d’oring 
the  year  by  the  Council's  Public  Health  Department,  from  points 
covering  all  parts  of  the  area^ 

The  quality  and  quantity  of  the  private  water  supply 
to  the  Village  of  Kirby-1 e-Soken,  continued  to  be  satisfactory 
during  the  year.  The  source  of  the  water  is  an  undergroimd 
stream,  piped  from  a collecting  chamber  to  the  main  street  of 
the  Village.  Mains  water  is  available  in  the  Village,  and 
connections  have  been  made  to  all  but  a few  dwellings. 

There  are  some  19  private  wells  supplying  houses  with 
water  in  rural  areas  where  mains  water  is  not  available.  The 
wells  are  kept  \inder  observation,  improvements  carried  out  as 
required,  and  the  water  sampled  periodically.

Following  ir.formal  action  during  19^4?  4 unfit 
houses  were  demolished,  6 unfit  houses  closed  for  habitation, 

3 houses  completely  rehabilitated  and  modernised,  and  repairs 
and  improvements  of  a general  nature  carried  out  to  93  houses. 

Approval  was  given  to  5 applications,  in  respect  of 
7 units  of  accommodation,  for  Discretionary  Grants,  and  11 
applications  for  Standard  Grants.  T\to  small  dv;ellings  were 
converted  to  a single  standard  unit  of  living  accommodation, 
as  also  Y/ere  a store  and  garage. 

Further  consideration  was  given  by  the  Council  to 
the  clearance  of  some  23  unfit  houses  and  other  buildings  in 
North  Street,  -Talton-on-llaze , in  conjunction  with  proposals 
by  Consultant's  for  the  redevelopment  of  the  area.  It  was 
decided  to  hold  consultations  v/ith  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  and  the  Essex  County  Council  as  to  the 
course  of  action  which  should  be  follov/ed.

CARAVAN  SITES 

There  were  7 licensed  sites,  having  accommodation 
for  1,554  caravans,  on  the  Register  of  Caravan  Sites  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  Seasonal  camping  only  is  undertaken  on  the 
sites,  all  of  which  are  provided  with  mains  v/ater,  modern 
sanitation  and  main  drainage,  and  modern  amenity  facilities. 
Regular  inspections  ensure  that  site  licence  conditions  are 
complied  with.  During  1964j  works  carried  out  included  the 
provision  of  additional  sanitary  and  ablution  facilities, 
constant  supplies  of  hot  v;ater  in  ablution  blocks,  electric 
light  and  power  points  and  miscellaneous  other  improvements.

STORING  POOL 

A private  swimming  pool,  having  a capacity  of  80,000 
gallons  of  mains  water  which  is  continuously  circulated, 
filtered  and  chlorinated,  is  provided  at  the  Martello  Caravan 
Site,  Nalton-on-Naze.  The  pool  is  kept  under  observation, 
and  the  v;ater  reg;ilarly  tested,  during  the  summer  months  v/hen

the  caravan  site  is  occupied.  Satisfactory  hacteriological 
results  were  reported  hy  the  Laboratory  upon  l8  samples  sent 
for  examination  during  the  summer  of  19^4 » By  arrangement 
v/ith  the  management  bathing  costume  hire  facilities  have  not 
been  made  available,  bathers  being  req.uired  for  hygienic 
reasons  to  provide  their  own  costumes. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  AUB  BAILWAY  PRmSES  ACT,  1963 

The  main  provisions  of  the  above  Act  were  brought 
into  operation  on  1st  August,  1964?  and  superebded  those 
provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950  relating  to  the  health  and 
welfare  of  shop  workers.  The  new  Act  makes  considerably 
extended  provision  for  the  safety,  health  and  v/elfare  of 
persons  employed  not  only  in  shops,  but  in  offices  and  railway 
premises,  and  requires  employers  to  register  their  premises 
v/ith  the  local  authority.  Matters  affecting  the  health  and 
welfare  of  shop  and  office  v/orkers  include  cleanliness,  over- 
crov/ding,  temperature,  ventilation  and  lighting  of  rooms,  and 
the  provision  of  sanitary  accommodation,  hand  washing 
facilities,  drinking  water,  accommodation  for  clothing, 
sitting  and  eating  facilities,  first  aid  outfits,  etc.  The 
local  authority  is  responsible  for  enforcing  these  provisions 
in  local  premises,  other  than  certain  classified  premises  in 
respect  of  which  H.  M.  Inspectorate  have  been  made  responsible. 

At  31st  December,  1964>  125  premises  employing  571 
persons  had  registered  with  the  Council,  and  some  69 
inspections  and  advisory  visits  to  registered  premises  had 
been  made  by  your  Health  Inspectors.

COUITCIL  HOUSIHG  SITES 

During  1964?  I6  new  dwellings  were  completed  in  Great 
Holland,  accommodation  comprising  4 x 3 bedroom  houses,  4x2 
bedroom  bungalows  and  8x2  bedroom  flats.  The  dwellings 
were  tenanted  immediately  upon  completion,  the  bungalov/s  and 
flats  by  aged  persons  and  the  houses  by  young  families. 

Work  was  commenced  in  Walton-on-the-Haze  on  the 
construction  of  6 x 1 bedroom  flats  on  3 storeys  for  aged 
persons , 

The  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee  gave 
preliminary  consideration  to  proposals  for  further  housing 
development  in  Walton-on-the-ITaze . The  proposals  include 
provision  for  an  Old  People's  Community  Block, 

During  the  year  it  was  possible  to  arrange  for  a few 
old  people  to  be  transferred  to  smaller  dv/ellings  from  3 bed- 
room houses,  releasing  the  latter  accommodation  for  full 
occupation  by  family  units. 

Occupied  Council  dwellings  now  total  266,  viz 3 231 
houses,  22  bungalows  and  13  flats,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year 
a further  6 flats  were  under  construction, 

Co'oncil  dwellings  erected  since  1946  I7O, 
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INADEQUATELY  HOUSED  FAl/IILISS 

30  families  were  re“housed  in  Council  dwellings  d^oring 
the  year.  The  number  of  applicants  on  the  Waiting  Lists  for 
Council  dwellings  was  42  for  houses  and  69  for  bungalows  and 
flats,  at  the  end  of  the  year.

PoodstLiffs  found  to  "be  unfit  for  consuraptionj 
condemned  and  destroyed^  included  27  Ids  meat,  24  Ids  fish, 

35  Ids  fruit  and  7 Ids  vegetadles. 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  the  District.  A 
few  meat  purveyors  arrange  for  food  animals  to  he  slaughtered 
in  an  adjoining  District,  hut  the  hulk  of  dutchers  meat  in 
the  area  is  obtained  from  Wholesale  Suppliers. 


MILK  SUPPLY 

There  is  one  registered  dairy  located  in  Printon- 
on-Sea.  The  building,  plant  and  eq^uipment,  and  arrangements 
for  the  pasteurization  and  handling  of  milk  are  satisfactory. 
Difficulties  experienced  last  year  with  the  dottle  washing 
machine  have  been  largely  overcome . 

The  milk  supply  for  the  Urban  District  is  obtained 
from  local  dairy  farms  and  Dairy  Com.panies  having  premises 
outside  the  area.  Distribution  arrangements  are  satisfactory. 

There  are  17  registered  distributors  of  milk. 


ICE-CREAM 

Pre-packed  ice-cream  is  sold  throughout  the  area  by 
86  Vendors  under  generally  satisfactory  conditions. 

Laboratory  investigations  of  samples  of  ice-cream  and  ice- 
lollies  are  reported  on  Page  9* 


BAKEHOUSES 

The  closure  of  2 premises  during  1964  left  6 bakeries 
in  operation,  and  these  received  regular  visits  of  inspection. 
Larger  premises,  located  in  less  congested  areas,  and 
constructed  and  equipped  on  m.odern  lines,  are  very  necessary  in 
at  least  two  cases,  and  managements  have  been  approached  to 
th-is  end.

PUBLIC  CLEAITSIIJG 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 


Domestic  refuse  is  collected  v/eekly  from  all 
dwelling  houses,  and  removed  for  disposal  by  modern  rear- 
loading motor  vehicles.  Three  refuse  collection  vehicles  are 
engaged  in  the  v/ork  all  the  year  round,  with  the  assistance  of 
an  additional  vehicle  during  the  summer  season.  Refuse  is 
removed  by  arrangement  from  trade  and  business  premises,  and 
special  additional  collections  during  the  season  are  under- 
taken from  hotels,  restaurants,  cafes,  boarding  houses  and 
caravan  sites. 

Income  from  all  sources  in  respect  of  refuse 
collection,  removal  and  disposal  during  1964?  mounted  to  £871* 

A new  refuse  collection  vehicle  will  be  required 
shortly,  and  consideration  should  be  given  to  the  acquisition 
of  a large  capacity  machine  fitted  with  a refuse  crushing  or 
compaction  device  to  achieve  a maximum  pay  load. 

Special  arrangements  wore  continued  for  the  removal 
from  premises  of  excessive  quantitites  of  rubbish  and  bulky 
articles,  and  some  38  loads  of  reject  furniture,  old  tanks, 
etc.,  were  dealt  with. 

The  disposal  of  unv/anted  or  derelict  motor  cars  is 
likely  to  present  a problem  in  the  future.  No  local 
facilities  are  available  at  the  present  time,  although  it  was 
possible  during  I964  to  arrange  for  7 cars  to  be  removed  and 
disposed  of. 

Some  130  defective  dustbins  at  dwelling-houses  v/ere 
replaced  by  new  bins  under  the  Domestic  Dustbins  Scheme . 
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REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


The  disposal  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  controlled 
tipping,  and  some  incineration,  on  land  situated  in  Malting 
Lane,  Kirhy-le-Sokeno  The  site  is  isolated  and  well  suited 
for  the  purpose.  Inert  refuse,  disposed  of  some  years  ago, 
forms  the  principal  source  of  cover  for  freshly  tipped  refuse, 
no  supplies  of  other  suitable  material  being  available.  Anti- 
rodent and  insect  treatments  of  the  land  are  regularly  under- 
taken. Additional  land  for  refuse  disposal  will  be  required 
in  a few  year's  time,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  possible 
to  acquire  an  area  of  suitable  land  which  adjoins  the  existing 
tipping  site. 


STREET  CLEARSIITG 

There  is  no  change  to  report  in  road  scavenging 
arrangements  mentioned  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1963 • 


PUBLIC  COIWEI^IEUCES 

Public  Conveniences  on  the  Walton-on-the-Haze  South-. 
Cliff  promenade  were  enlarged  and  improved  by  direct  labour 
during  I964. 

Preparations  are  advanced  for  an  early  start  in  I965 
for  the  provision  in  Mill  Lane,  Walton,  of  new  conveniences 
for  both  sexes,  to  replace  an  existing  unsatisfactory  male 
convenience. 

There  are  Ip  public  conveniences  in  the  area,  viz 3 5 
in  Frinton-on-Sea,  9 in  Walton-on- the  Haze  and  1 in  the 
playing  fields  at  Kirby  Cross.  An  additional  toilet  block 
will  be  required  near  the  Sandy  Hook  promenade  between  Frinton 
and  Walton,  as  development  of  the  area  extends. 

Free  handv/ashing  facilities  are  available  in  13  of 
the  conveniences.  The  facilities  v/ill  be  provided  in  the 
remaining  2 conveniences  early  in  1965*  The  principal  public 
toilets  are  also  provided  with  cloakroom  wash  and  brush  up 
arrangements.
